Will call for Iraq inquest; twin suicide blasts kill at least 56 


WASHINGTON! President Bush, under mount- 
ing political pressure, will sign an executive 
order to establish a full-blown investigation 
of U.S. intelligence failures in Iraq, a senior 
White House official said Sunday. 

The investigation will look at what the 
United States believed it knew before the war 
against Saddam Hussein’s regime and what 
has been determined since the invasion. 

Former chief weapons inspector David 
Kay has concluded that Iraq did not pos- 
sess weapons of mass destruction, a chief 


rationale for the U.S. -led war. 

Lawmakers from both parties say 
America’s credibility has been undermined 
by uncertainty over flawed intelligence that 
led the United States into war in Iraq. 

Republicans joined Democrats in calling 
for an investigation. 

The announcement came on a day when 
two nearly simultaneous suicide bombings at 
the offices of Iraq’s two main Kurdish par- 


ties killed at least 56 peo- 
ple and wounded more 
than 235. 

At this point, the White 
House has not decided on 
a deadline for the investi- 
gation — a sensitive issue 
since its findings could 
become a contentious 
issue in the presidential campaign, which will 
be decided with the election in November.

Dulles Flight to 
Houston Halted 
Over Security 

WASHINGTON I Continental Airlines canceled 
a Sunday evening domestic flight — from 
Dulles International Airport to Houston — 
after security concerns were raised by the 
Homeland Security Department.

Memorials Honor Columbia Crew 


Astronauts remembered on anniversary of tragedy 


CAPE CANAVERAL, FLA. | NASA 
workers who launched Columbia 
into orbit, volunteers who rum- 
maged the fields for the shuttle’s 
remains and everyday support- 
ers of the space program united 
Sunday on the first anniversary of 
the catastrophe — to mourn and 
to remember. 

“One year ago, at this very hour, 
the unthinkable occurred,” the 
director of Kennedy Space Center, 
Jim Kennedy, told the crowd of a 
few hundred who gathered on a 
gray, drizzly morning. 

Kennedy quietly cited the names 
of the seven Columbia astronauts, 
carved into the black granite memo- 
rial behind him. 

“They were our friends. They are 
our heroes. Their loss will not be in 
vain. We will come back bigger, bet- 
ter and stronger than ever before, 
and I can assure you that crew and 
their beloved families will never, 
ever be forgotten,” he said. 


Each of the mourners — shut- 
tle workers, American Indian stu- 
dents whose science experiment 
went down with Columbia, tour- 
ists who believe in the space pro- 
gram — held a long- stemmed rose. 
After the brief outdoor ceremony, 
one by one, they walked up to 
the memorial and tucked the red, 
yellow, peach and ivory- colored 
roses in the white grating of the 
fence. 

Many wiped away tears. 

The ceremony began at 9 a.m., 
the moment communication ceased 
with Columbia over Texas. It ended 
at 9:16 a.m., the time the space- 
craft should have been landing at 
the runway, just several miles from 
the NASA memorial. 

By then, on Feb. 1, 2003, 
Columbia had shattered into tens 
of thousands of pieces and fallen 
on East Texas and Louisiana, and 
all seven of its crew were dead.

Proposal focusing 
on security, tax cuts 
would deepen deficit 

WASHINGTON | President Bush is 
sending Congress a $2.4 trillion 
budget that emphasizes the major 
themes of his re-election campaign 
— bolstering the military to fight 
terrorism, strengthening homeland 
security and making his sweeping 
tax cuts permanent. 


But the spending plan released 
Monday, covering the budget year 
beginning Oct. 1, is constrained by 
deficits projected to top a half-tril- 
lion dollars this year. 

Bush’s blueprint calls for spending 
$2,399 trillion and collecting $2,036 
trillion in revenue, leaving a deficit 
of $363 billion for 2005, accord- 
ing to Republican officials who 
spoke on condition of anonymity. 

The president wants to boost 
defense spending by 7 percent, 


increase spending on homeland 
security by 10 percent and bolster 
counterterrorism activities with an 
11 percent increase for the FBI. 

4 We will devote the resources nec- 
essary to win the war on terror and 
protect our homeland,” Bush said in 
his weekend radio address. For the 
current budget year, Bush projects 
the deficit will reach $521 billion, a 
record in dollar terms. It is a figure 
he proposes to cut to $237 billion in

with explosives wired to their bod- 
ies struck the offices of the country’s 
two main Kurdish parties in near- 
ly simultaneous attacks, killing at 
least 56 people and wounding more 
than 235 in the deadliest assault in 
Iraq in six months. 

The attackers slipped into the 
offices of the Kurdistan Democratic 
Party and the Patriotic Union of 
Kurdistan along with hundreds 
of well-wishers gathering for the 
Muslim holiday of Eid al-Adha, or 
the Feast of Sacrifice. 

Among the dead were the Irbil 
region’s governor and the KDP 
Deputy Prime Minister Sami Abdul 
Rahman, according to Kurdish offi- 
cials. The PUK’s military command- 
er also was killed, a U.S. military 
spokesman said. Guards said they 
did not search people because of 
the tradition of receiving guests 
during the holiday. 

The attack Sunday marked the 
first time suicide bombers in Iraq 
have worn explosives rather than 
using vehicles. U.S. officials said 
Ansar al-Islam, an al Qaeda-linked 
Islamic militant group, may have 
carried out the attacks, (ap) 



244 Muslim Pilgrims Die 

Tragedy hits Saudi Arabia during annual hajj 


MINA, SAUDI ARABIA I At least 244 
people were trampled to death and 
hundreds more hurt Sunday under 
the crush of worshippers in one of 
the deadliest disasters during the 
annual Muslim pilgrimage to Saudi 
Arabia. 

The crowd got out of control as 
people moved along a wide ramp 
leading to the “stoning of the devil” 
ritual — where pilgrims throw stones 
at three stone pillars, symbolizing 
their contempt for the devil. The 
authorities said that with pressure 
from behind, a few pilgrims fell down 
and set off a stampede. It was the 
worst tragedy in seven years at the 


annual Muslim pilgrimage. 

“All precautions were taken to 
prevent such an incident, but this is 
God’s will,” said Saudi Hajj Minister 
Iyad Madani. “Caution isn’t stron- 
ger than fate.” 

Brig. Mansour al-Turki of the 
Saudi General Security Forces said 
about 10,000 security officers were 
on duty at the time in that area. The 
officers intervened and succeeded 
in “containing the pushing,” an 
unidentified Saudi official told 
the Saudi Press Agency. 

About 2 million Muslims are 
participating in this year’s pil- 
grimage.

Chechnya Leader’s 
Security Force 
Attacked; 5 Dead 

R0ST0V-0N-D0N, RUSS l A| Assailants 
wielding guns and hand grenades 
killed five members of the Moscow- 
backed Chechen president’s security 
force on Sunday, authorities said. 

As many as 10 attackers burst 
into the home of the local com- 
mander of Akhmad Kadyrov’s 
security force in the Chechen vil- 
lage of Alleroi, said Ruslan Atsayev, 
chief spokesman for the Interior 
Ministry.

force died, Atsayev said. 

Violence continues in Chechnya 
despite statements by the Kremlin 
and Kadyrov’s government that the 
situation has stabilized. Fighting 
between Russian forces and rebels 
has persisted for almost a decade. 
The Kremlin installed Kadyrov as 
the chief administrator after taking 
control of much of the region, and 
he was elected president in a widely 
criticized October vote. 

Many Chechens fear Kadyrov’s 
powerful security force as much or 
more than the rebels, and its mem- 
bers have been widely accused of

TO K YO I A government panel plans 
to recommend that Japan amend 
a law to let women inherit the 
Chrysanthemum Throne, a news- 
paper reported Sunday, as the impe- 
rial family faces its most serious suc- 
cession crisis in centuries. 

The birth in December 2001 
of Princess Aiko, the only child of 
Crown Prince Naruhito, has gener- 
ated intense debate over whether the 
Imperial Household Law should be 
changed to allow her to reign. 

A lower house panel is leaning 


toward revising the law and plans to 
solicit opinions from experts before 
submitting its final recommenda- 
tions next January, the Mainichi 
newspaper said. 

The Imperial Household Law, 
which was drawn up in 1889 and 
survived an overhaul of the coun- 
try’s constitution after World War 
II, dictates that only men can inher- 
it the throne. However, no boy has 
been born to the imperial family 
since the 19bOs. 

Japan last had a reigning 
empress almost 200 years ago. A 
total of eight women have occu- 
pied the Chrysanthemum Throne 
throughout its 1,500 years of docu-

BANGKOK, THAILAND I Two Vietnam- 
ese sisters who died from bird flu 
may have caught the disease from 
their brother, which would be the 
first known case involving human - 
to -human transmission in the out- 
break now sweeping Asia, the World 
Health Organization said Sunday. 

Investigators have failed to find a 
specific event, such as contact with 
sick poultry, or an environmental 
source to explain the sisters’ cases, 
WHO spokesman Bob Dietz said in 


Hanoi. “Limited human-to -human 
transmission from the brother ... is 
one possible explanation,” he said. 

Experts fear the virus could 
mutate into a form of flu that passes 
easily between people — a pandem- 
ic strain that is a hybrid of the bird 
virus and a normal human influ- 
enza variety. 

Bird flu has killed millions of 
chickens in 10 Asian countries and 
jumped to humans in Thailand and 
Vietnam, killing 10 people, (ap)

Airport Gun Ban Under Fire 


Opponents say rule 
infringes on Virginias 
concealed weapons law 

ALEXANDRIA, VA. I A Virginia gun 
advocacy group is battling the 
Metropolitan Washington Airports 
Authority over a regulation banning 
guns on its property — including 
sections of the heavily traveled 
Dulles Access Road, routes 28 
and 606, and the Reagan National 


Airport Metrorail station. 

The Virginia Citizens Defense 
League claims the Airports Authority 
is overstepping state and federal laws 
and concealing the “obscure and 
unknown” ban, essentially “trap- 
ping” law-abiding gun owners trav- 
eling across authority property. 

The authority, which operates 
Dulles International and Reagan 
National airports, says it is not 
bound by “the more general” state 
laws and that the ban is necessary 


for security. 

A Virginia law, which went into 
effect in July, and a subsequent 
Attorney General’s opinion gives 
gun owners with a concealed weap- 
ons permit — or otherwise trans- 
porting a gun legally — the uni- 
versal right to possess the weapon 
except in a few specific places. They 
include courthouses, places of wor- 
ship and schools. The law was meant 
to wipe out a growing patchwork of 
local gun regulations, (ap) 



SINCE YOU ASKED 


Q l understand that when 
it snows more than eight 
inches, Metrorail will operate only 
between underground stations. I 
am a hospital employee and am 
expected to report to work. Does 
Metro have plans for providing bus 
service from outdoor stations to 
the underground ones? 

A Don’t plan on it. It’s “ex- 
tremely doubtful” that kind 
of service would be available, 
said Jack Requa, Metro’s top bus 
official. Buses will provide as 
much service as possible along 
main routes, but “if the weather 
conditions are such that the trains 


need to go underground, you can 
imagine what the conditions on 
the streets are,” Requa said. 

Metro officials expect to give 
riders at least two hours notice 
that the rail will be moving into 
underground-only service. So 
whether coming to work or leaving, 
it’s up to commuters then to decide 
whether to take that last-chance 
ride or work out other plans. 

Requa said Metro is still talk- 
ing with local jurisdictions about 
possible options for bus service 
to rail stations during wintry 
weather, danny freedman (express)

Hospital Awaiting 
Promised Funds 

CHEVERLY, MD. I Officials at Prince 
George’s Hospital Center say they’re 
still waiting for the $10 million in 
emergency aid County Executive 
Jack Johnson pledged more than 
three months ago. 

“We need it,” said Calvin Brown, 
chairman of the board of Dimensions 
Health Care System, which operates 
the hospital. “We have some imme- 
diate financial concerns now.” 

Johnson announced a plan Oct. 
23 to pump $30 million into the 
hospital, which said it was on the 
edge of bankruptcy. The plan called 
for an initial $10 million, and $20 
million over the next four years. 

The council approved the plan 
Oct. 28 for the hospital.

Non-football fans tune in just for the TV ads 


NEW YORK I Even before the foot- 
ball teams came close to scoring, 
some of the high-priced commer- 
cials were racking up points Sunday 
night. But some of the hits were a 
little cheap. 

There was plenty of aiming for a 
certain area of male anatomy, and 
not just by the makers of drugs for 
erectile dysfunction. 

In a telecast that featured com- 
mercials for at least two of the three 
drugs for sexual potency, Bud Light 
scored early with two amusing ads. 

CBS charged $2.3 million this 
year for each 30 -second spot, up 


from $2.2 million last year. The com- 
mercials command such steep prices 
because the broadcast commands a 
singularly unique audience: more 
than 100 million viewers who don’t 
channel surf for four-plus hours. 

In numerous surveys each 
January, more than a quarter of 
Americans say they tune in solely 
for the commercials. 

Apple Computer and PepsiCo 
used the game to kick off their 
iTunes music store promotion — 


and to tweak the recording indus- 
try’s legal assault on Internet 
song- swapping. The companies 
are awarding 100 million song 
downloads from the Apple retail 
site through bottle tops. 

In one of the program’s quirkier 
ads, an elderly couple battles over 
new crispier chips from Frito Lay. 
Tripping her, the older gentleman 
then shuffles past and stabs his 
cane in her back. But reaching the 
chip, he finds himself thwarted as 
he turns to see her holding his arti- 
ficial teeth.

PERSONALITY I For Cedric the 
Entertainer, it’s been a great ride 
since “Barbershop” became a hit. 
The ensemble comedy about a bar- 
bershop in an African-American 
Chicago neighborhood connected 
with a diverse audience and scored 
$75 million. 

Playing outspoken barber Eddie, 
Cedric stole the show, making 
Hollywood take notice of the for- 
mer stand-up comedian. 

“‘Barbershop’ opened up good 
things where people see [me] as 
a character actor that can really 
draw on and bring out characters, 
not just as a comedian,” said the St. 
Louis native. 

The first “Barbershop” had its 
detractors. The Rev. A1 Sharpton 
and the Rev. Jesse Jackson blast- 
ed the film for making jokes at the 
expense of civil rights icons Rosa 
Parks and Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. Cedric acknowledges the flap 
raised the film’s viewership, but 
said he was willing to return for 
the sequel only if it didn’t deliber- 
ately seek out controversy. 

“I thought if we did run across 
certain subject matter where we 
could possibly step on people’s 
toes, then so be it,” he said. “But 


let’s not go and pick fights.” 

Indeed, “Barbershop 2” pokes fun 
at Bobby Brown, Whitney Houston 
and rapper R. Kelly, and there’s a 
slick Chicago alderman who bears 
a resemblance to Jackson. 

In “Barbershop 2,” the neighbor- 
hood is in danger of losing its identi- 
ty as money-hungry corporate coffee 
bars and video stores move into the 
community. As the staff and patrons 
of Calvin’s Barbershop debate the 
pros and cons of urban renewal, a 


haircutting chain is poised to move 
in across the street. 

Cedric understands; he grew up 
in a predominantly black neighbor- 
hood where he witnessed gentrifi- 
cation first-hand. 

“The idea of gentrification was a 
great way to approach the sequel,” he 
said. “It takes you off of the first one 
and makes the movie a little more 
mature. And at the same time, you 
get to have just as much fun.” angela

VIDEO GAME I The creators of 
“Manhunt” have succeeded in mak- 
ing a game that’s often gruesome, 
disgusting and shocking — it’s also 
numbingly repetitive and murder- 
ously difficult. 

The story, such as it is, begins 
with the staged execution of con- 
victed killer James Earl Cash. He’s 
been strapped to the gurney but 
unknowingly injected with seda- 


tives instead of lethal drugs. 

He awakens in the dank con- 
fines of the death chamber and 
discovers he’s become the star 
of a series of snuff films. Cash is 
ordered around by smarmy Valiant 
Video Enterprises director Lionel 
Starkweather (superbly voiced 
by actor Brian Cox, the original 
Hannibal Lecter in the 1986 film 
“Manhunter”). 



The scruffy lookof “Manhunt” mirrors 
the game’s creepy snuff-movie plot. 


As Cash, you’ll stroll the trash- 
lined streets of Career City, a non- 
descript Midwestern rust-belt 
town, picking off various thugs 
and gang members in a variety of 
brutal ways. 

Delivering the nastiest killings 
for Starkweather’s videos is key — 
the manner in which you dole out 
death is rated on a five-star scale. 
Sneaking up behind a thug and 
stabbing him in the neck will earn 
you only a one- or two -star rating. 
Lethal instruments include plastic 
bags for suffocating, as well glass 


shards and metal wire. Later, you’ll 
obtain sickles, chain saws and an 
array of guns. 

Forget about clashing with the 
deranged members of the “Skinz,” 
“Innocentz” and “Smiley” clans 
head-on. With a few exceptions, 
out-and-out fighting attracts too 
many other enemies who’ll quickly 
gang up and pummel you. 

As it degenerates into a repe- 
titious series of ghastly murders, 
“Manhunt’”s carnage is revealed as 
a grisly gimmick to sell more

Every time I have to deal with 
something controversial, my heart 
pounds, my hands shake and I know 
I will cry if I keep talking. I have a 
review in which I’m going to have 
to say some very unpleasant things 
to my supervisor and I know that 
she’s going to go on the attack. I 
need to be able to control my reac- 
tion so I can have a useful conver- 
sation but I don’t know how to do 
it.

Take a minute. Breathe. Eat 
a banana. Most important, pre- 
pare. Sit down tonight after work 
and write out everything you want 


to say. Go point by point. Then if 
you have a spouse or roommate or 
good buddy to talk to, talk it out. 
The more you think about what 
you want to say and how you want 
to say it, the better off you’ll be. I 
know that feeling where as soon as 
you talk the tears of frustration hit. 
But if you know what’s coming, and 
you know what you want to say in 
response, it’ll be a little easier. 

A potential employer told me they 
would be checking references.

IF YOU WERE ON THE ORANGE , Blue 
or Yellow lines last Tuesday morn- 
ing, you know Mother Nature got 
the best of us that day. But the full 
story of what happened actually 
began 36 hours earlier, when snow 
started to fall and accumulate. 

When we get the fluffy, powdery 
kind of snow we saw last week, it 
wreaks havoc on our railcars. As 
trains pass over the snow on our 
tracks, the sensitive electrical 
components underneath our rail- 
cars are exposed to the moisture 
from the snow, and they essentially 
short circuit. 

As a result, we took hundreds 
of railcars out of service for repairs 
Monday, which left us with 112 fewer 
cars — and therefore, shorter trains 
— Tuesday morning. 

Then we got hit with freezing 
rain. Despite our best efforts to keep 
the third rail (which provides the 
power to move the trains) ice -free, 
it re -froze minutes after we treated 
it. Most of the re-freezing occurred 
on elevated sections of track, on the 
Blue and Orange lines coming out 
of Stadium-Armory and the Yellow 
line over the Potomac River, caus- 
ing the lengthy delays many of you 
encountered. 

We were frequently asked later, 
“Why didn’t your de-icing equip- 
ment work?” The truth is, it did 
work on most of our 53 miles of 
above-ground track. But with 
temperatures in the upper teens 
to low 20s, the third rail on our 
elevated sections — which are just 
like bridges in the road system — 
quickly re -froze. 

Looking back, we take some 
pride in the fact that out of the 
six rush hours that occurred dur- 
ing the three -day storm, only one 
was significantly disrupted. By last 
Wednesday morning, we were back 
to 90 percent of our normal service, 
and by Thursday morning, back to 
96 percent. 

Still, like you, we were not sat- 
isfied with our performance last 
Tuesday. We are committed to doing 
everything we can in the next winter 
storm to provide the best possible 
service to our customers.
